Supporters of tlx* move 
to legalize 
boxing in Indiana won a hard fought 
round with Rep. Fraifk J\. Wright, 
author 
of Indiana’s famous 
hone 
dry law, in tlx* house today. 
Wright launched an attack on the 
Huffman boxing hill when the m eas­ 
ure was brought up on second read ­ 
ing and attem pted to deal it a death 
blow with a motion for 
indefinite 
postponement. 
Their motion to k ill tlx* bill 
was 
defeated 01-32 after a group of for­ 
mer service men in tlx* 
legislature 
rallied to tile defense of tlx* Huff­ 
man bill. 
Bitter invectives were hurled 
at 
opponents of tlx* measure in 
the 
course of ahalf-hour debate on 
the 
motion, for indefinite 
postponement 
of the bill. The motion was made by 
Rep. Gary Bullard and promptly se­ 
conded by Wright. 
Rep. W alter A. Huffman, 
repn., 
Elk hart, as author of tlx* measure 
explained that it would impose state 
regulation upon boxing 
in Indiana, 
by authorizing the appointment of a 
boxing 
commission 
and prescribing 
regulations for the conduct of box­ 
ing and wrestling matches. 
The hill would provide that box­ 
ers, wrestlers and promoters he ]f- 
censed, would require 
examihation 
of participants before fights, would 
require tlx* presence of tlx* commis­ 
sion’s physician at tlx* ringside d u r­ 
ing encounters and provide that 
a 
tax of 19 percent of tlx* gate 
re­ 
ceipts should go to tlx* state. 
“ Don’t k id yourself into think ing 
that tlx* present law succeeds in pro­ 
hibiting fights’’ 
Huffman 
shouted. 
“ They an* having tights in many cit­ 
ies in Indiana at least once a week , 
and without state regulation.” 
“ That stuff about fatalities in the 
ring is all hunk . In college and high 
school football gam es each 
year 
there are ten times as-miany fa ta l­ 
ities as in the boxing ring.” 
The service-man’s attitude was in­ 
jected into tlx* discussion when Rep. 
Oscar A. 
Ahlgren, repn., 
Whiting, 
displaying a copy of a 
broadside 
distributed about tlx* house by D. B. 
Johnson 
superintendent of the 
In­ 
diana state civic union, declared: 
“ I don’t care how you vote 
on 
this question, but I am bitterly op­ 
posed to the methods of some lob- 
biests who cast insinuations at 
the 
ex-service m an.” 
He read that part of 
Johnson’s 
statem ent which said: “ The Ameri­ 
can legion is not for this bill. If

was, that would not mak e it right.

Give Chicks Plenty of Heat 
A little chick like a human baby, 
must be kept warm; the younger it 
is, the warmer it must be. A temper­ 
ature of 100 degrees under¿he hover 
is desirable at the 
start 
and 
the 
poultryman must 
kmjlw 
that 
the 
brooder will maintain this heat reg­ 
ularly and continuously, before the 
chicks are taken from the incubator. 
If the hatch be brought off in March 
or any cold month, it will be neces­ 
sary to keep the heat up to a* high­ 
er point than later 
in 
the season. 
Under ordinary conditions the tem­ 
perature may be lowered to 95 de­ 
grees the second week and to 90 de­ 
grees the third weely A drop to 85 
degrees is probably not advisable 
before the fifth or sixth week. The 
brooder room itsellS should be cool, 
a condition that is made possible by 
ventilation with windows. 
Since it is easier to get away from 
beat than it is to produce it, it is 
better to have the hover too warm 
than too cold, 
( hicks 
can 
move 
away if they are too warm but will 
crowd and pile up it too cold. There 
fore, stinting on heat may be expen­ 
sive. For Mart'll or earlier hatching, 
the cold-heated hover will give more 
beat in a colony bouse than will most 
any other kind. Since chilled chicks 
usually die or may have a diarrhoea, 
no chances can be taken with heat. 
For warm weather hatches, kerosene 
or 
electrically-heated 
hovers 
arc 
uniformly satisfactory and easier to 
manipulate 
than 
the 
coal-heated 
kind. It is difficult to produce low 
heat with hard coal without the fire 
going out.

Give Chicks Plenty'of Heat 


-A little chick like a human l>aby, 


must 'be kept -warm; the-younger it 
is, the warmer it iiius| be. A temper- 
ature ,of 100 degrees under j;he hover 
is desirable at the " start and the 
poultryman must ,kn<|l>v that 
the 


hrooder will mamtaia this heat reg- 
ularly and Continuously, before the 
•chicks are taken from the incubator. 
If .the hatch 'tx> brought off in March 
or any cold month, it will Ibe neces- 
sary to keep the heat up to a" high- 
er point than later in the season. 
Under ordinary conditions the tem- 
perature may l>e lowered to 95 de- 
grees the second week and to 90 de- 
grees the third -\veely A drop to 85 
degrees is probably not advisable 
before the fll'th or stxtb week. The 
brooder room itst'llS'should bo cool, 
a condition that is miade possible by 
ventilation with windows. 


Since it is easier to get away from 


heat than it is ti» -produce it, ii is 
better to have the hover too warm 
tliaii too cold. Chicks can 
move 


away if they arc too warm -but will 
crowd and pile up if too cold. There 
fore, stinting on heat may be expen- 
sive. For ilatlch or earlier hatching;, 
the cold-heated hover will give more 
beat in a colonji huiise than will most 
any other kind. Shit-e chilled chicks 
usually die or may have a diarrhoea, 
no chances can be taken with heat. 
For-warm weather hatches, kerosene 
or electrically-heated hovers are 
uniformly satisfactory and easier to 
manipulate 
than 
the coal-heated 


kind. It is difficult to produce low 
heat with hard i-oal without the'lire 
going out.

Undoubtedly many Jiuslr county

bushel-costs and increasing 
their; 


margin of profit. But, as one niaii 
askt;d, " Would it pay me to go, to 
the extra work, trouble and expense 
necessary to get a corn yield double 
or three times the average of my 
neighborhood? " 


liight along this line will be found 


of interest the facts shown in com- 
piling :!24 detailed reports'of grow- 
ing corn by Ohio farmers during the 
past six years. 


First, how about cost of produc- 


tion per bushel'? That is the thing 
of big concern in these days of nar- 
row margins between costs

market prices. As an average of the 
J24 reports it was found, that

40-bushcl yields cost an average oi 
(il) cents per bushel; the (il) bushel

At (io cents i'or corn the pro- 
lit would be :( cents, and at 80 cents 
the profit would be 18 cents per bu- 
shel. With the 100 bushel yields the 
cost to grow,'harvest, market, etc." 
totalled 41 cents. With corn at 65 
cents, there would be a profit of - 24 
cents, and with corn at 80 cents, the 
profit would be & cents per bushel. 
The net profit from one acre of 100 
bushel corn at 80 cents a bushel 'was 
therefore fouud to be $39, or nearly 
four times the acre-profit of the GO 
bushel crop.
